The German Fatheriand,
From the World,

The London Pal Mall Gazette, which, by-the-
way, s usually a very good paper, makes s very
strange blunder in recard to what it denounces
as the destroction of Gorman putriotism by the
war which has just broken out in Oermany.
“This Austro Prosginn war,® says the Goselle,
18, to ail intents and purposes, a vivil war, and
8 oivil war, moreover, in the heart of a people
who have ever been loudest in the prociamation
of their brotherhood as Germanps, Where now
are they singing, as they have sung for genera-
tions past, thetr old patriotic song:—

‘W an int das Deutsohen Vaterland !
Is:'s Preussen-tand, 1st Sghwaben land?' "

Where, indeed? The sald ‘ol patriotic
song” being no older than the *“*war ot libera-
ticn,” tought by Germany sgainst Napoleon 1!
It was written by Ernest Moritz Arndt for the
purpose of belping to generate, hall a t:enturﬁ
ago, that very “‘German brotherhood” whic
the Pall Mall Gazelte sentinentilizes over as L
it hud for centuries back been the leading cha~-
acteristic of German history, As a matter of
fact, “Geriwun brotnerhood ! has never existed.

Toe Germans of the south and the north have
hated each other with a pure and pertect hatred
for agea; and as in Italy, s0 also in Germany,
the division of the common fatherland into o
vast number of mo<e or less Indepondent loeal
States has produced s corresponding develops
ment of loonl loves and hates ntterly opposed
to, and inconsletent with, anything like o geoernl
Germun vatriotism,

“What is the German's Fatherlana? asks
Amdt in his song, One result of the present
war, perhaps, will be to asswer this question:
but it has certainly never been ans wered betore,
though it hns been asked by all maouer ol
peaple, in all manner of wayve, trom the daya of
Conrad of Hohenstautfen to our own.

European War Phases,

The policy of “moving on the enemy’s works"

Winle Victor Emanuel, with the main army
of ltuly, is vainly wasting lus strength upon the
Austrian detenses, the destipation ot Garibaldi
and the work to be periormed by his volunteers
ure not 8o clear. The various accounts that
place Garibaldi here, theie, und everywhere,
remind one foreibly of the pohey pursued by
“Stonewall” Juckson, aud he seems to have en-
veloped hls latentions with as much mystery as
ever did that distingwishea soldier, Whether,
however, be will be s tortunate in the end as
thie victor of the Valley campalgn remains to be
“een,

The eccentric dieposition of Garibaldi, united
to the ahsence of precaution observed by Victor
Emuanuel, would seem to idicare that rashness
will rule in the military counseis of ltaly, and
that the cantion with which so wury a fos as
Austria should be met will not enter into the
calculutions ot the present campaign, With the
King in command of the army—manife«tly
brave and adventurous a8 he is—and with Gari-
buldi iy ing off at u tangent, and involving him-
cqlf v the complications ol the enemy's coun-
trv (a8 he will most assuredly do, i lett alons),
tue confiict opens badiy for Italy, In the game
ot war about to be wlayed, something more 1s
required tuan the “divinity that doth hedee o
King," and the enthusiasm that tollows a popu-
lar idol, 'n order to insure sUCOsss Agalasl A
shilliul enemy, This superior requisite may be
found in the leadership of such generuls as Della
Marmora and Cisldini, both of whom, na tramed
soldiers, enjoy a great reputation: and 1f' Vieror
Emapunel should coutent himsell with infrusting
the genernl conduct of the war to their jude-
menf. it may not be long belore Garlbsidi's
hopeful words will be realized, and the Italian
llag wave In triumph above tne Lion or B,
Murk,

While the flush of vietory thus lights up the
